Niagara-on-the-Lake has 
been calling itself the prettiest 
town in Canada since 1996, 
but will spend $67,000 trying 
for a repeat performance. 

The town was awarded the 
title by Communities in 
Bloom, a program to recog¬ 
nize community participation 
in projects involving beautifi¬ 
cation, heritage and environ¬ 
ment awareness. It first won 
the provincial title in its popu¬ 
lation category, which quali¬ 
fied it for the national award. 

At the request of town staff, 
a Communities in Bloom com¬ 
mittee has been formed to 
begin working on enhance¬ 
ments for the 2015 competi¬ 
tion, with the funding coming 
from the park dedication

Former Virgil inn to become apartment building

The owner of a cottage 
rental at 357 Gate St. in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
his property rental man¬ 
ager came to council 
Monday to respond to 
complaints from a neigh- 

A staff report detailing 
the ongoing three-year 
dispute between the par¬ 
ties was also presented to 
council. 

Property owner David 
Stein and Eric Trogdon of 
Niagara Holiday Rentals 
addressed the committee 
of the whole in support of 
a staff recommendation 
that no further action is 
required regarding the 
licensing of the three- 
bedroom cottage rental. 

The staff report fol¬ 
lowed a request from 
Centre St. resident J.R. 
Shankman that the cot¬ 
tage rental licence be 
revoked. 

He had said that the 
property owner was vio¬ 
lating bylaws that regu¬ 
late the number of bed¬ 
rooms allowed, by tem¬ 
porarily covering one of 
the windows, and had 
disregarded the use for 
amenity space with a deck 
on the side of the proper¬ 
ty used by guests. 


Trogdon said he met 
with neighbours in 2012, 
including Shankman, 
after his company was 
hired to manage the rent¬ 
al property. 

He said Shankman 
expressed his displeasure 
that the house was to be 
used as a vacation home 
for the owners and rented 
out to tourists. 


allegation to council that 
the property owner is 
renting out more than 
three bedrooms and had 
“duped town staff” by not 
applying for a villa license, 
Trogdon said "Niagara 
Holiday Rentals, at no 
time, has attempted to 
mislead the town in any 

Trogdon also disagreed 
with Shankman’s state¬ 
ment that the property 
was unkempt and full of 
weeds. 

Regarding the amenity 
area, town staff advised 
that bylaws state these 
areas should not be in the 
front or side yards. 
However, they noted that 
the property’s rear yard 
meets space require¬ 
ments and “town staff see 
no issue with the use of 
the side deck’; 

Stein said he found the 
staff report to be factual, 
the conclusions irrefut¬ 
able, and told councillors

he only rents out three 
bedrooms. 

He said he finds the 
various incidents regard¬ 
ing the licensing of his 
rental property "very 
troublesome’’ and he feels 
that if the conflict contin¬ 
ues, there will be a nega¬ 
tive impact on property 
values in the neighbour¬ 
hood and the town’s rep¬ 
utation as a tourist desti¬ 
nation. 

"This an issue with 
neighbours not getting 


along with neighbours,” 
said Coun. Maria Bau- 
Coote. “This is such a 
lengthy and complicated 
issue we’ve been dealing 
with for many years.” 

Council voted to 
receive the staff report 
that dealt with the history 
of the challenges with the 
property, including an 
appeal to the Ontario 
Municipal Board by 
Shankman and two oth¬ 
ers of town zoning bylaws 
and official plan amend¬ 


ments for rental proper¬ 
ties in 2013. 

A licence for 357 Gate 
St. for four bedrooms was 
revoked the same year 
after the town solicitor 
advised it was ineligible 
to apply for the extra bed¬ 
room, council was told. 

In August, 2014, the 
property managers 
applied for a three-bed- 
room cottage rental 
license after advising that 
the fourth bedroom had 
been renovated in a way 


that disqualified it from 
being rented. Following 
inspections by town staff, 
a rental license was issued 
in September for a three- 
bedroom cottage. 

Last January, 

Shankman wrote to the 
town requesting reim¬ 
bursement of his legal 
costs of almost $20,000 
from the OMB hearing. 
The town’s solicitor 
responded that there was 
no basis in law for his

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Councillor wants more budget process input

Having gone through 
his first municipal budget 
process, Coun. Paolo 
Miele has ensured there 
will be more opportunity 
for input next year. 

The 2015 Town budget 
is approved, and it’s 
almost time for town staff 
to begin working on 2016, 
said Miele. 


He has asked and 
received approval for the 
formation of a budget 
committee that would 
allow time for members 
to go over a proposed 
budget line by line. 

When the 2015 budget 
was before council, he 
tried to ask questions, but 
it was late, he said, and 
although he was told he 
could take all the time he 
needed by the chair of the 
committee, another coun¬ 


cillor suggested he should 
be asking questions of 
staff ahead of time. 

He didn't get unani¬ 
mous support from his 
fellow councillors for the 
formation of a committee 
- there was some concern 
that the budget process 
could be slowed down, 
said Miele, and in recent 
years, the Town has 
worked to get it finalized 
in time to take advantage 
of savings as a result of 


having more time to sent 
out requests for tenders 
on capital projects. 

But he doesn’t see a 
problem if a schedule is 
worked out ahead of time, 
with committee members 
having a couple of meet¬ 
ings to go over the budget 
before it’s presented to 
council, he said. 

“The budget is ratified 
in mid- to late-February. 
We could meet in 
December or January,” 


said Miele. 

"We are the gatekeep¬ 
ers of the town pocket 
and we need to be aware 
of exactly how our tax 
dollars are spent.” 

Miele said he spent 
hours, with posts of cof¬ 
fee, going through the 
2015 budget, trying to 
understand where money 
was being spent. 

“Having a better handle 
on that will make us bet¬ 
ter decision-makers,” he 


said, “and will encourage 
staff to be more up-front 
with us. I don’t want to be 
a micro-manager, I want 
to be part of a team . This 
would make it a staff- 
council budget, our own 
budget that we will have 
worked on together.” 

Miele also requested 
the formation of an audit 
committee, and received 
approval for a staff report 
to be completed by the 
end of May.

Upper Canada dialogue 
can be healthy, positive 


There has been some talk at council 
about the future of Upper Canada 
Lodge, the town’s only Regional long¬ 
term care facility - specifically, that the 
Region might at some point in the future 
decide to close it, rather than spend 
money renovating it and bringing it up 
to current standards. 

It has only 80 beds, which in com¬ 
parison to others in the Region is small, 
and makes it relatively more expensive 
to run, since provincial funding is per 
bed. 

But in our town with its high popula¬ 
tion of seniors and very limited trans¬ 
portation, that facility is a bright star, 
providing much-needed care close to 

There are two ways of looking at this 
discussion. 

One is that it is fear-mongering to 
even talk about closure, when there is 
no current report that leads in that 
direction. And unfortunately, if the 
debate is putting fear in the hearts of 
our residents, it is those who are most 
vulnerable that are fearful - seniors who 
have family members in the home and 
who would be devastated by their trans¬ 
fer out of town, to another municipality, 
and all that would mean for them. 

The flip side of the coin is to look at it 


as an attempt to get the discussion out 
in the open, make residents and politi¬ 
cians aware of the possibilities, and be 
proactive, letting the Region know that 
even thinking about closing Upper 
Canada Lodge is unacceptable. 

And, as its future is being secured, it 
would seem reasonable to begin talking 
about other possibilities that could go 
hand-in-hand with an expansion. 

As our Niagara-on-the-Lake hospital 
beds are closing - we're down to about 
six in operation as the April deadline 
approaches - we’ve heard nothing about 
any plans for transition or palliative 
beds in the community. It would seem 
sensible to have a discussion with the 
Region about having some of those beds 
located at Upper Canada Lodge, funded 
of course out of a different purse but 
remaining in the community. 

But then, sometimes what seems 
most logical isn’t even on the radar of 
government. 

So, instead of approaching this con¬ 
versation about Upper Canada Lodge as 
a doom-and-gloom discussion, let’s 
consider the motion that was before 
council recendy as it was intended - a 
positive step toward open dialogue 
about how Upper Canada Lodge can 
best continue to serve our community.

A long-term rental 
licensing bylaw is being 
considered by the Town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake that 
would deal with safety 
issues and behavioral con¬ 
cerns regarding student 
housing in the Glendale 

Town councillors had 


asked staff in January to 
investigate the necessary 
steps for creating a pro¬ 
cess to license student 
rentals. Staff recommend¬ 
ed in a report Monday to 
the community and devel¬ 
opment advisory commit¬ 
tee that increasing resourc¬ 
es to enforce existing regu¬ 
lations would be more 
effective and cost-efficient 
than creating a new 

“A number of concerns 
directed toward town staff 
relating to long-term rent¬ 
al houses have been 
behavioral in nature,” staff 
reported. “These include 
concerns related to gener¬ 
al disturbances, parking, 
noise and maintenance of 


properties.” 

However, staff added a 
licensing program could 
provide some potential 
benefits. They reported 
that tenants would benefit 
from the establishment of 
rental housing with 
enforced safety regula¬ 
tions, landlords would 
receive legal documenta¬ 
tion for their rentals, and a 
bylaw would assist neigh¬ 
bours through provisions 
aimed at maintenance and 
care of the properties. 

The town currendy has 
bylaws that regulate short 
term rentals of 28 days or 
less for bed and breakfasts, 
cottages, villas, country 
inns and vacation apart¬ 
ments. There is no bylaw 


that governs property 
owners who rent out all, or 
a portion of, their house 
for longer periods. 

Town councillors decid¬ 
ed to request staff to set up 
a meeting with the 
Glendale Task Force - a 
committee that includes 
local residents and repre¬ 
sentation from town coun¬ 
cil and staff, Niagara 
College, Brock University, 
the Niagara Regional 
Police Service and the 
town’s community safety 
committee - to get their 

“There’s no question 
this issue is a predominant 
one in the Glendale area,” 
said Coun. Betty Disero. 
“There needs to be an 


opportunity for council to 
have input and a discus¬ 
sion with staff and the 
public.” 

“I'd like to see action, 
not just conversation" said 
Coun. Paolo Miele, who 
had suggested the town 
create a sub committee to 
deal with rental housing 
issues in the area. “People 
are starting to move out 
(of the Glendale area).” 

Miele was also con¬ 
cerned about the safety of 
the student housing and 
wanted the town to take 
steps to ensure that smoke 
and carbon monoxide 
detectors are installed and 
working. 

Staff noted that after 
researching other munici¬ 


palities, including 
Kitchener, Waterloo and 
Barrie, a full review and 
development of a long¬ 
term rental program would 
be "extremely time-con¬ 
suming and have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on staff time 
and resources. 

“Town staff are in agree¬ 
ment with other munici¬ 
palities, such as Kitchener, 
in their decision to investi¬ 
gate alternatives, other 
than long-term residential 
rental licensing, that are 
aimed at... addressing the 
underlying concerns,” they 
reported. 

“It is suggested that this 
approach would be a bet¬ 
ter use of town and staff 
time and resources.”

Judy Gans-D’Antini is 
grateful for the time she 
had with her husband, a 
“very, very special man,” 
but it was not enough time, 

Bert D'Antini died 
Tuesday, March 10, at the 
age of 68, while driving 
through Virgil. He was on 
his way to their Niagara-on- 
the-Lake home after com¬ 
pleting some errands. 

His car drifted into the 
southbound lane on 
Niagara Stone Rd. and hit a 
delivery van. The driver of 
the van was unhurt - he had 

down. Police are calling it a 
“medical event” that caused 
the collision and his death. 

Judy says, after speaking 

“most likely” a heart attack, 
although she will never 
know for sure. 


It was a case, she said, of 
“bad things happening to 
good people. He was as 
good as it gets." 

He was "much loved" by 
all who knew him, she said 
- to know him was to under¬ 
stand the good in him. 

“He was an unusual 
human being, very intelli¬ 
gent, but also quiet, and 
humble to the core of his 

He was highly educated, 
and held four university 
degrees, two in mathemat¬ 
ics, as well one each in sci¬ 
ence and philosophy. He 
had a great love of books, 
had an extensive library, 
and loved to both read and 
write, especially about 
abstract ideas, she says. 

“He also wrote incredi¬ 
ble poetry. He was very 
sensitive, and also kind. He 
would do anything for any- 

Judy was born in Niagara 
Falls, and trained as a nurse. 


Bert was born in Italy. They 
were both working in 
Toronto at the John Howard 
Society when they met - he 
had developed a pain in his 
side, and a fellow employee 
sent him to Judy for advice. 
She told him she thought it 
was appendicitis, and she 

on that night. That was the 
beginning of a relationship 
that makes Judy feel, today, 
“very fortunate and hon¬ 
oured to have known him." 

She had been through 
some difficult times, she 
said - her first husband, a 
lawyer, had been shot to 

house by a former client’s 
husband, and their 22-year-

He went on to have a 
distinguished career with 
the Toronto District School

When the board began 
going through difficult 


financial times, he took a 
buy-out. They had already 
moved to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake and were building 
their retirement home, and 
he continued to do some 
consulting work. 

His death was totally 
unexpected - when two 
police officers came to the 
door to deliver the news 
last week, “I couldn’t wrap 
my mind around it. He was 

dear to me.” 

Judy’s son Jonathan 
Gans lives in Houston, and 
they both have family scat¬ 
tered around the world, and 
also in Niagara. Ironically, 
one of their relatives hap-

To put genetics into per¬ 
spective: think of the 
genome as a collections of 
books, with a chromosome 
being one book, while the 
gene itself is a chapter in a 
book and the DNA is the 
paper of the book. 

At the monthly 
InfoHealth lecture given at 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Public Library, medical 
students Jessica Shanahan 
and Nicole Archer present¬ 
ed a Genetics 101-type 
address. 

That was the description 
Archer offered, while 
Shanahan, Shanahan, a 
first year medical student 
with Michael G. DeGroote 
School of Medicine at 
McMaster University, said 


99.9% of human genes are 
the same as animals such 
as mice and chimpanzees. 

Our genetic information 
determines who we 
become biologically, and 
our genes are received from 
the sperm and egg of our 
parents. 

This is the value of 
studying genetics, 
explained Archer, because 
the basis of our physical 
being comes from our 
DNA. It is how certain 
genetic diseases are passed 
along from one generation 
to the next. However, given 
the mix of genes, genetic 
diseases can skip a genera¬ 
tion, or several, without 
affecting an individual. 

After mathematical pos¬ 
sibilities are calculated, 
Shanahan cautioned, that 
genetic mutations create 
situations that don’t fit the 


probabilities. 

How we experience dis¬ 
ease is only partly deter¬ 
mined by genetics, because 
environment has a signifi¬ 
cant role in our lives as 

Putting this into per¬ 
spective, she noted that 
most of us know people 
who smoked all their lives 
or who never used sun¬ 
screen, and lived to be 
more than 90 years of age. 

We know these people 
are exceptions, as many 
people die from the affects 
of exposure to harmful 
environments at much ear¬ 
lier ages. The important 
lesson is to live a healthy 
lifestyle which includes 
diet and exercise, she said. 

Significant to genetic 
research are implications 
for cancer treatment. 
Archer defined cancer as 


uncontrolled cell division, 
which can be triggered by 
poor environments. 

Research has identified 
that we have genes that can 
act like suppressor brakes 
for certain types of cancer. 
However, there are also 
genes that can act like a gas 
pedal to accelerate uncon¬ 
trolled growth of certain 
cells which become 
tumours. 

In this area, research is 
ongoing and may aid in the 
fight against cancers. 

The students also 
described various forms of 
genetic testing and screen¬ 
ing. This topic came up 
again during the question 
and answer time when a 
popularized genetic test 
was named. 

Dr. Tom Greavette, who 
accompanied the students, 
cautioned about paying a 
large amount of money to 
learn one’s genetic 
sequence, unless there is a 
very specific health con- 

Greavette advised if 
people are interested they 
should first speak with 
their family doctor who can 


explain issues concerning 
genetics, and likely point 
them in the right direction 
for what a patient may be 
looking for. It was further 
cautioned by a participant 
that genetic sequencing 
could have implications for 
one's employment or insur¬ 
ance coverage.

Craft brewers showcase 
their beers and have them 
rated, tasted and analyzed 
by an expert international 
panel of beer judges. Entries 
are critiqued on appear¬ 
ance, aroma, flavour, body, 
style and quality. 

"Winning a silver medal 
in an international compe¬ 
tition is a very significant 
achievement, and speaks to 
the expertise of the brewer 
and the excellence of their 
product," head judge Inge 
Russell said in a college 
news release. “Canadian 
beers are well known for 
their quality and the Niagara 
College brewery continues 
to uphold that tradition.” 

Brewmaster Strong Ale, 


which has a 7.5% alcohol 
content, is described is a 
strong yet subtle ale with 
caramel, light chocolate 
and roasted malt flavours. 
It can be purchased at the 
teaching brewery at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake cam¬ 
pus on Taylor Rd. 

“Winning a medal at an 
international competition 
is always a big thrill. It 
shows that the efforts the 
students and teachers put 
into the beers is truly world 
class,” said college brew¬ 
master professor Jon 
Downing. 

“It is especially rewarding 
when a beer we have not 
entered into competition 
before gets recognized the 
first time out.” 

At the Dublin Craft Beer 
Cup in 2013, the first year of 


the competition, the col¬ 
lege won two silver medals: 
one for War of 1812-in- 
spired beer Butler’s Bitter 
and the other for its 
Brewmaster Series Wheat 
Beer. 

Niagara College Teaching 
Brewery opened in April 
2011 and supports a two- 
year brewmaster and brew¬ 
ery operations management 
diploma program.

Year-round GO service 
to Niagara would be great 
now and for the future, 
said a Niagara-on-the- 
Lake resident attending 
Friday's rally in Niagara 
Falls. 

Paula MacNeil, with her 
son Declan, was one of 
more than 100 people who 
attended the rally inside 
the Via Rail train station on 
Bridge St. to show support 
for Niagara's push to con¬ 
vince die provincial gov¬ 
ernment to approve year- 
round GO train service in 
the region 

“It would be great if it 
was something that he 
could use later on. It’s good 
for all areas of Niagara - 
hospitality, tourism, and 
also for people to have the 
option to work in Toronto. 
It's absolutely essential to 
keep our area growing. 
We’ve had a lot of develop¬ 
ment, we need this to con¬ 
tinue on.” 

Roy Olende thinks about 
how his life could have 
been different if Niagara 
had daily GO train service 
after he graduated from 
Brock University. 

The 31-year-old St. 
Catharines resident said 
he didn’t have the oppor¬ 
tunity to apply for jobs out¬ 
side Niagara because he 
didn't have a vehicle. 

“I ended up leaving, 
going to Australia, and 
coming back,” said Olende, 
who is originally from 


"I think about myself, 
when I graduated univer¬ 
sity and I think if I had that 
option, I would have been 
more successful and stayed 
in Niagara, instead of leav¬ 
ing for a few years before I 
came back. 


“When I think about 
graduates, especially, giv¬ 
ing them an option of 
being able to travel into 
Toronto for work I think is 
really important. And for 
people who can’t afford to 
have a vehicle, or for a 


vehicle being unsustain¬ 
able cost-wise, I think 
that’s incredibly important 
for them.” 

Advocates from political, 
business, educational and 
community circles 
launched the Where would 


you GO? social-media 
campaign, asking residents 
to share how daily GO train 
service would affect them, 
their families, the organi¬ 
zations they work for, and 
their community. 

Through www.niagara- 


go.ca, residents can send 
tweets and selfies to 
Premier Kathleen Wynne, 
Minister of Transportation 
Steven Del Duca and other 
politicians, urging them to 
support Niagara's proposal 
for daily GO train service.
